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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Anderson (US 
5,877,205) teach a parenteral paclitaxel composition in a stable non-toxic formulation using 
dimethylacetamide and polyethylene glycol. Burchett et al. teach a pharmaceutical compositions 
containing paclitaxel, acid, water, alcohol and a polyglycol ester. Trissel(US5,681,846) teach a 
paclitaxel composition comprising paclitaxel, polyoxyethylated castor oil, solvent(e.g. alcohol). 
However all these references fails teach or state polyethylated oxylethylene sorbitol 
oleate(solvent) which is most critical element in the instant invention to enhance stability and 
lessen the toxicity. 

Thus the claimed invention is patentably distinct over the prior art.
